1. Approval of the Minutes of the Meeting of December 4, 1987

2. Chair's Remarks 


Dean Parker presented Faculty Council with the written report 
titled "Concordia University Delegation to the People s Republic of 
Poland, January 11-22, 1988". An excerpt from the Introduction reads 
as follows; "A Concordia University delegation composed of Dr. F. 
Whyte, Vice-Rector, Academic; Dr. R. Parker, Dean, Faculty of Fine 
Arts; Professor C. Jackson, Chair, Department of Music and Professor 
K. Lipke, Department of Sculpture, Ceramics & Fibres visited the 
People s Republic of Poland from January 11 through January 22, 1988. 
During the trip, the delegation met with officials from the Ministry 
of Culture, Department of Artistic Education whose responsibility it 
is to implement the agreement. As well, the delegation spoke with 
representatives from eight Polish Fine Art institutions located in 
Warsaw, Kracow and Lodz. At the completion of the visit the 
delegation met with the Ambassador to Canada, Mr. E.J. Bergbusch." 


3. Question Period 


Questions were asked regarding the next phase in the agreement 
with Poland, that is, the exchange of faculty and students between 
Concordia Fine Arts and these institutions within Poland. 


4. Faculty Research Committee 


Assistant Dean Barbara MacKay tabled Senate document US-87-5-D5 
titled, "Internal Distribution of Research Funds" and Senate 
resolution contained in Document US-87-5-D4 for discussion. 


MOTION; (MacKay, Sherman) "moved that Fine Arts Faculty Council 
endorse the resolution of the Senate Research Committee contained in 
document US-87-5-D4"

MOTION; (MacKay, Sherman) "moved that Fine Arts Faculty Council 
endorses the mechanisms for management of internally distributed 
research funds proposed in Senate Document US-87-5-D5, with the 
following reservations; 

-that the section dealing with priorities be interpreted as 
encouraging the Faculty to establish priorities for distribution of 
research funds that are appropriate to the Faculty of Fine Arts and 
its individual members 

-that Faculty Council reserves the right to create 
structures and criteria for determining the composition of a Faculty 
Research Review Committee"

5. Permanent Review Committee on Status of Women, Working Paper 88 


On behalf of the members of the Permanent Review Committee, Gail 
Bourgeois presented Council members with information pertaining to 
the Committee s Working Paper for 1988. 


6. University Committee Reports 
Scholarship and Awards Committee: Professor Andrew Dutkewych 


informed Council members of the present criteria being used by the 
University Scholarship and Awards Committee when awarding entrance 
scholarships. Because present policy is based upon the highest 
G.P.A., 90% of the scholarships are being awarded to students in the 
Maths and Sciences. As a result, applicants to the Faculty of Fine 
Arts are being discriminated against. It was suggested that a more 
equitable balance could be achieved by distributing the funds 
available, by Faculty, thus allowing each Faculty to establish 
criteria specific to their own disciplines. 


A Sub-Committee of Council was formed with the mandate to 
establish a Fine Arts Awards Policy. Once approved by Council this 
policy will be forwarded on to the University Scholarships and Awards 
Committee. The following faculty members volunteered to sit on this 
Committee; Professors Gabor Szilasi; Chris Lacki; Phil Spensley and 
Peter Crass. 


Senate Research Committee: Steering Committee put forward the 
name of Professor K. Lipke in nomination for the Senate Research 
Committee. This position was to replace Prof. David Pariser who has 
resigned from this Committee. As there were no further nominations 
from the floor, Prof. Lipke was elected by acclamation. 


7. Employment Equity 


Kathleen Perry outlined, for the information of Council members, 
the mandate of the Employment Equity Policy presently being 
implemented within Concordia University.
